in the dark old room at the an-

‘“Papa,”’ she 
said, ‘‘always 
liked ‘Alexan- 
der’s Ragtime 
Band.’ ”’ 

And so, she 
played it. The 
notes of it ran 
loudly through 
the quiet house 

at 48 Spruce St. now kept as a 
memorial to Thomas Wolfe. At 
the barred doorway to the room 
tourists from Lllinois looked on, 
wide-eyed and smiling. Framed 
on the wall by the door where 
they stood was a quotation from 
Tom Wolfe’s first novel, ‘‘Look 
Homeward, Angel.” It told of how 
Helen, the best-loved sister, 
would bang at the old upright 
piano in the parlor on winter 
evenings in the old _ boarding- 
house while the boarders rocked 
on and on, warmed by the big 
grate fire. This was she, now 
playing and reminiscing. 

“I guess Tom got his drive 
from Papa. I know I did. Papa 
was always saying to the chil- 
dren, ‘Be something. Do some- 
thing, even if it’s wrong. Don't 
be a nonentity.’ I wanted to be 
a singer. Oh, how I wanted to 
sing. I sang at the church, do- 
ing solos for $10 a month. 
S. A. Lynch, who later became 
owner of Paramount Pictures, 
asked me to play the piano at 
the moving picture house here 
in Asheville. He used to deliver 
groceries in this town. This was 
in the days of the silent movies 
and not all the best people went 
to see them. The Puritan curse 
on the theater still held. I played 
for the matinee and the two 
night showings and got $4 a day | 
for it. I thought I had arrived. 
Later on, when I was still trying 
to be a singer, I went to At- 
lanta to see my brother at Geor- 
gia Tech and called on Mr, 
Lynch.

Flying to Bleeding Boy in Africa 


NEW YORK, July 15 —Ham radio operators on two con- 
tinents today teamed up in an effort to save the life of a 
2-year-old boy, critically ill in the Belgian Congo. 

Harry Fendt, a marine engineer and radio ham, was sit- 
ting in his amateur radio station on Staten Island yesterday 
when he picked up an emergency call from distant Leopoldville 
in the Belgian Congo. 

A ham operator there informed him that Poll Jean Luc, 
suffering from hemophalia, was bleeding from the nose and 
that continued blood transfusions had depleted local blood 
supplies.

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Nation Will Pay 
Steel Strike Costs 


The steel strike is two weeks old. Six 
hundred thousand steelworkers have lost 
two weeks’ pay. There is no indication 
that anything approaching a settlement 
is in sight. 

Ninety per cent of the country’s steel 
production has been shut down. The two 
weeks’ tieup already has cost a total of 
3.940.000 tons of ingot steel, enough to 
make 1,635,000 new autos. 

Although steel inventories were high, 
a prolonged strike would have a progres- 
sive effect throughout all industry. It 
is estimated that more than 100,000 work- 
ers, mostly in transportation, mining and 
construction industries, already have been 
laid off. If steel supplies dwindle fur- 
ther, millions of workers would be af- 
fected. The auto industry, for instance, 
has only a 30-day supply. 

Railroads are the biggest losers and 
this is being passed on to their em- 
ployes in layoffs, pay cuts, shorter work 
weeks and furloughs. Watching their steel 
supplies, many concerns have cut out 
overtime and are giving enforced vaca- 
tions. 

Merchants in the affected areas are 
feeling the pinch as business volumes 
recede. Many families face dire hard- 
ship. 

If the strike is prolonged, it will cost 
the nation’s economy billions of dollars 
in production and wages. 

All of the above leads to the conclu- 
sion that such strikes bring victory to 
nobody. Its costs will be borne by the 
whole country. Whatever gains the work- 
ers may win will be offset by higher 
living costs and the loss of wages as a 
result of the strike itself. Eventually it 
will result in more inflation with -reper- 
cussions in every part of the economy. 

Thus far the government has done 
very little to effect a settlement nor to 
use the devices at hand to speed up a 
negotiated agreement. Although Harry 
Truman resorted to drastic measures, he 
did finally force a settlement of the last 
costly strike. 

Steel is basic to the American econ- 
omy. It seems to us that both the in- 
dustry and the steelworkers could make 
some concessions—industry in the matter 
of its heavy profits and the workers in a 
better understanding of what steel prices 
mean to them and to all other workers 
and consumers in the country—in na- 
tional defense, in thousands of essentials 
and consumer items and the general costs 
of living. 

Lastly, the workers should remember 
that higher prices probably will restrict 
consumption and mean fewer jobs. 

Let the industry and the steelworkers 
get together and reach an agreement 
which is in their own and the country’s 
best interests.

Let’s Use Some Sense 
To Curb Litterbugging 


In a letter published in Pulse of the 
Public Saturday, Brig. Gen. Philip S. 
Gage, U.S. Army (Ret.), vigorously called 
attention to the revolting habit of mo- 
torists to scatter trash along the road- 
side. 

This habit of “litterbugging” is not 
confined to the roads. Picnickers also 
litter up the parks and leave their un- 
sightly marks wherever they happen to 
stop. Beer cans, bottles, garbage, paper 
and food containers, package wrappings, 
Cigarette packages and hundreds of other 
items are left behind to mar the beauty 
of the countryside for others. 

Gen. Gage offers a simple remedy. 
If public trash cans are not available. 
it would be a small matter to place all 
garbage in a bag until the trip is over 
and the litter then can be placed in a 
proper receptacle for disposal. 

Litterbugging shows ‘careless disre- 
gard of others. During the remainder of 
the summer when millions are on the 
highways and using our public recrea- 
tion facilities, let’s try at least to observe 
the golden rule. 

Police and other officials charged with 
law enforcement also should make a few 
examples. A few arrests and penalties 
would do a lot of good in reminding 
people that litterbugging is also against 
the law.

Hate Musa Domestica 


With the sweet comes some bitter, 
and summer’s many joys are marred 
somewhat by summer’s insects. 


The chigger, the mosquito and the 


house fly, to name but a few, all are part 
and parcel of the summer season. This 
summer, for’ some reason, they seem to 
be more in evidence than ever : before. 
Many Georgia communities are spray- 
ing and fogging to combat these pests as 
part of their services to the taxpayers. 
Some Florida points report clouds 


mosquitoes of a quantity and thirst for 
blood surpassing all in recorded history. 

These creatures are pests and some 
of them are dangerous, in particular the 
fly. This rapidly breeding lover of filth 
spreads disease and many of those ail- 
ments of man which flourish in summer 
can be traced back to the fly. 

Orlin K. Fletcher Jr., biologist with 
the State Department of Public Health, 
therefore issued a timely note of 
warning against the common fly, or musa 
domestica. The fly loves people and hangs 
around in houses. He is particularly fond 
of tracking up the kitchen, and in his 
gregarious habits lies his danger. 

Mr. Fletcher points out that Georgia 
is fly heaven. The state has all too many 
unsanitary privies in its rural areas and 
a majority of its urban communities lack 
adequate sewage-disposal facilities. These 
weaknesses are reflected in the incidence 
of parasitic and filth-borne diseases in the 
state. 

Screening keeps the flies out, but it is 
a stop gap measure at best. Here as no- 
where else an ounce of prevention 1s 
worth a pound of cure. The fly can best 
be combated at the source by cleaning 
up his breeding places. The health 
partment will be glad to tell you how.

Bureaucrats in Muddle 
About ‘Top Secret Brain 
A story out of Washington illustrates 
one aspect of the security problem which 
even the most ardent bureaucrat never 


will be able to solve. It just isn’t possible 
to curb the mind of the man who keeps 


inventing “top secret ideas.” 

Former Assistant Air Force Secre- 
tary Trevor Gardner told a congressional 
committee that the defense department 
refused to clear a scientist for ac- 
cess to secret papers but just couldn't 


put a damper on his brain work. He has 
such an inventive ability that he keeps 
coming up with “secret and top secret 
ideas.” 

Gardner pinpointed the difficulty of 
keeping any top scientific secret for very 
long. The language of science is interna- 
tional even if its application sometimes 
can be controlled. You just cannot label 
the human brain as “top secret” unless 
you lock up its owner and isolate him 
from contact with others. 


The former Air Force official also 
pointed out something else that is no 
longer a secret to anybody. Government 
departments have clamped on a type of 
censorship that is being used more and 
more to withhold information from the 
public. Any documents or information 
which might prove embarrassing are clas- 
sified as ‘“‘secret’”’ or “confidential”. The 
extremes to which this is carried are 
becoming highly ridiculous. Security 
measures were never intended to cover 
up mistakes. 

The inventive scientist must be a real 
trial to the bureaucrats. They cannot fig- 
ure out a way to label his mind “top 
secret’. Knowing their ways, however, 
we'll venture these eager beaver gov- 
ernment “servants” will keep on trying.

Gets Double-Barreled Jolt 


Our robust economy, which on the whole has been running s0 


smoothly, now is in for a double jolt. 


The stability which has stood 


up so well these recent years is twice jeopardized. The nation’s 


steel mills are shut down. 
—costly to everybody. 

Some 650,000 steelworkers are 
without income—estimated at $%8.,- 
500.000 a day. Production is 
stopped—and the loss is estimated 
at $33,500,000 a day. 

But that is not all. The strikers 
and the steel corporations are the 
immediate casualties. But the in- 
direct victims, not even in on the 
argument, are likely to suffer the 
more staggering losses. 

Already there are layoffs on the 
railroads. The construction and oil 
industries will be hard hit: at once. 
Others will feel the pinch sooner 
or later. 

Business in steel communities 
will be punished with steadily in- 
creasing severity as the strike runs 
on. Shortages will hit many. steel- 
‘using industries, encouraging price 
rises. 

If the strike lasts long, as many 
seem to expect, the steel towns 
will go dead. Belt-tightening will 
lead to tragic want. The psycho- 
logical impact of a long steel 
Strike in itself can depress a steel 
center like a plague. 

The strike, if it lasts, also is a 


The strike threatens to be long and costly 


grave threat to the nation’s pre- 
paredness. 

Without a strike, the country’s 
economic stability was due for an 
abrupt vibration. Ultimately the 
steelworkers will get a pay raise. 
Ultimately the price of steel will 
be substantially raised. The in- 
flationary consequences are ines- 
capable. Now, in addition to the 
upward fluctuation to be imposed 
by a new steel contract, the econ- 
omy must endure a strike in which 
everybody. loses. 

The country will stagger through, 
but unless the strike is unexpected- 
ly brief, it will be painful—and 
the losses permanent, whatever the 
settlement. 


These are matters which ought 
to be on the consciences of union 
and management,. both of whom 
have seemed to us too placidly re- 
signed to the strike. If the two 
sides are as reasonable as they 
claim, they should be able to ham- 
mer out a reasonable agreement— 
and do it fast.

The prospect of such a breach 
as occurred in 1948 gets periodic- 
ally into the headlines as it did 
when Gov. G. B. Timmerman Jr. 
of South Carolina tried to gener- 
ate support for it among Southern 
governors and congressmen. 


But from such information as 
I can gather, a Democratic split 
this year is not in the making. 

The primary reason is that most 
Southerners don't want it and be- 
lieve they can avert the circum- 
stances which, to them, would 
make it inevitable. Neither do 
most of the Northern Democratic 
New Dealers want it. 

Gov. Timmerman is making no 
visible headway in his effort to 
heat up the civil rights issue. 

Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas, 
Sen. Russell B. Long of Louisiana, 
Sens. Walter George and Richard 
Russell of Georgia, Sen. Harry 
Byrd of Virginia—none of them 
want any part of a Southern bolt 
at the Democratic National Con- 
vention and intend to see that it 
doesn't happen. And when you 
come to talk with a left-of-center 
Northern liberal like Sen, Hubert 
Ilumphrey of Minnesota you find 
that he is firmly against an ex- 
treme civil rights plank which 
would split the party. This is a 
far cry from 1948. 

This means that genuine dis- 
agreement over the civil rights 
plank will not likely be carried to 
the point which would force a walk- 
out. Before that point is reached

The lines of that compromise 
are already being carefully laid. 
Three different kinds of civil rights 
planks are being circulated. One 
would be simply a restatement of 
exactly what appeared in the 1952 
Democratic platform and this is 
what most Southerners would like. 
The key sentences from the 1952 
plank were these: 

‘“. . . All citizens are equal be- 
fore the law and should enjoy 
equal political privileges. ... We 
will continue our efforts to eradi- 
cate discrimination based on race, 
religion or national origin.”’ 

Another proposal advanced by 
those Northern Democrats who 
don’t care if the Southerners do 
walk out would promise ‘‘prosecu- 
tion’ for failure to carry out 
speedily the Supreme Court deseg- 
regation decision. 

The third proposal would simply 
add to the 1952 plank a statement 
that the 1956 convention ‘‘concurs 
in the decision of the Supreme 
Court,’’ and it is this version—or 
one very near it—which is likely 
to emerge. 

The Southerners won't like it. 
They will vote against it and sub- 
mit a minority report to the con- 
vention, but there is little prob- 
ability that they will walk out. 
The Southern Democratic leaders 
and delegates are going to stay 
and work within the party at Chi- 
cago and in the election.

They 
toned it down and this watered- 
down version subsequently has 
been endorsed by 85 members 
of the.Senate, an overwhelming 
majority. ) 

But it still has not been brought 
before the Senate for action.

If you know the Senate. it is 
not hard to see why. One reason 
is that-a careful scrutiny would 
show contributions by big oil 
companies to the campaigns of 
quite a number of senators. 

Another reason for holding 
back on the investigation is that 
senators do not want to scaré 
off big contributors just before 
the presidential and _ senatorial 

campaigns by exposing previous 
contributors. That might be the 
effect, too, of the more intense 
publicity that would result from 
revising the election laws.

Iszak 
was employed as an unskilled 
worker, Balla as a tractor driver. 

They were as desperate as I. I 
told them the three of us were not 
enough to capture an _ airliner. 
Eventually, I looked up a friend of 
mine in Budapest, Karoly Pinter, 
who in turn brought Joseph Ja- 
kaby. Both are technical design- 
ers. Finally Gabor Kiss joined our 
group through Iszak. 

For nights we sat in the factory 
end discussed our plans. Finally 
we decided to make a grand re- 
hearsal for the coup to study the 
interior of the plane we planned 
to seize. On June 30, I bought a 
return ticket from Budapest to 
Zalaegerszeg. Balla and Iszak 
took a train and on July 3 we re- 
turned by air. 


SELL THEIR CLOTHES 


We decided to flee on Friday, 
the 13th. We thought that there 
would not be so many passengers 
on a day generally regarded as 
spelling bad luck. We sold our 
cameras, watches and clothes and 
then bought tickets to Szombathe- 
ly, others to Zalaegerszeg, one 
stop later.

PLANE BEGINS DIVING 


I took a strong screwdriver and 
opened the front door of the pas- 
senger room which had no latch 
inside. At this moment I saw the 
flight mechanic opening the other 
door leading to the cockpit. When 
he saw me, he slammed the door 
shut. I thought everything was 
lost because now the plane imme- 
diately went into a dive. 

The plane swayed and spun. The 
pilot dived, then climbed again, 
then turned the plane upside down. 
I tried feverishly to break open 
the cockpit. I knew that the plane 
was returning to Gyor. I tore down 
the wires of the radio. 


Finally, I managed to force 
open the door to the cockpit. 
There were five men inside, not 
four as I thought. Now I knew 
that the secret policeman had 
stayed with the crew. 

COCKING HIS GUN 

I saw him cocking his gun. I 
took my pistol and knocked down 
the mechanic who was nearest 
me. Then I charged at the secret 
policeman who was so. excited 
that he cocked his gun for the 
second time, thus blocking it. 

But the mechanic, the radio op- 
erator and the copilot jumped on 
me. As I tried to stave them off, 
the secret policeman hit me in the 


face. It was a real broadside. I 
lost three teeth. I kicked at the 


high. I went down to 30 or 40 feet 
to get out of the radar zone. Also 
I knew that the Soviet air force 
has a jet fighter base at Papa, 
near the Austrian border. We 
hedgehopped over the _ border. 
When we saw the Danube River 
and Vienna, we climbed to 5,000 
feet. The pilot tried to talk me 
into climbing to 6,000 because of 
the approaching Alps. But that 
vould have meant losing sight of 
the ground, Our only maps, a pock- 
et map and a small supplement of 
a pocket calendar, had been lost 
in the fight. 

CLEARING THE ALPS 


When we saw the Danube curv- 
ing northward, we left it because 
we did not want to come too close 
to Communist Czechoslovakia. We 
continued west-southwest. On the 
left, we suddenly saw the Alps. It 
must have been the Salzburg re- 
gion. I feared that we would run 
into a mountain. I turned to the 
northwest. Suddenly, I saw the 
autobahn. I knew I was in West 
Germany. Our fuel ran low and 
we had to land. I was completely 
dizzy because of those mad blows 
by the mechanic. Suddenly, I saw 
a runway and a town nearby. I 
circled the town once and then 
went down for a landing. When 
the plane stopped, we just could 
not believe that our coup had been 
successful. 

My wife and 3-year-old daughter 
did not know a thing of my plans. 
I did not want them to join me 
because I did not want to risk the 
life of the child. Maybe in a couple 
of years they will be allowed to 
join me in the West. I plan to 
complete my training as a com- 
mercial pilot. Possibly I can emi- 
grate to the United States. I would 
like to remain a pilot.

Aussie Minister Says

SILVER BAY, N.Y., July 15—Worldwide Christianity 


has failed to win the mass of the working class, a leading 
Methodist declared here today. 


The Rev. Dr. Alan Walker, di- 
rector of the ‘‘Mission to the Na- 


tion’”’ of the Methodist Church in 
Australia, addressed 550 church 
leaders attending the annual Silver 
Day Conference on the Christian 
World Mission. The conference is 
sponsored by four units of the 
National Council of the Churches 
of Christ in the U.S.A. 


Dr. Walker maintained that 
“there is no more serious de- 
velopment in worldwide Chris- 
tianity than its failure to win the 
working class masses.” “‘It seems 
that just when the working man 
is moving towards the seat of 
power he is doing so often un- 
chastened by the justice and 
compassion of Jesus Christ,”’ he 
added. 


He went on to take Protestant 
churches to task for ‘‘withdraw- 
ing from the inner belt of great 
cities and easily becoming middle 
class institutions.’’ The Protest- 
ant ‘‘withdrawal”’ from the large 
cities to suburbs has been a 
major concern of home mission 
workshops at this conference. 


Church leaders have called for 
a new strategy and a new em- 
phasis in theology to meet the 
problem of expanding cities with 
shifting populations. 


Clergy and lay leaders have 
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also emphasized that the church 
must become less of a “captive’’ 
of the middle class and develop 
“‘a Whole gospel for the whole 
society.’ This means a new em- 
phasis on ‘‘God’s redeeming love 
for man,”’ it is maintained. 

Dr. Walker also asserted that

House parties 
and camping trips, hikes and sightseeing expeditions are great 
but suppose their child needed insulin? Or suppose he needed 
very quickly a light snack to ward off insulin shock? You can see 
how concerned parents would be terrified at sending their other. 
wise normal youngsters away from home. 


Yet there is a camp, one of two in the South, where a great 
many diabetic Georgia children go for two weeks every summer. 
It is an unusual camp in that it has all the regular camp activity 
—limited strictly to diabetic children between the ages of 7 and 
15 years. 

Mrs. J. Ernest Williams, a member of the board of directors 
of the Tennessee Diabetic Assn. and executive secretary of the 
recently organized lay society of the Diabetes Assn. of Atlanta, 
was telling me about it. 

The camp is situated on Lake Chicamauga near Soddy, Tenn., 
on 300 acres made available for two weeks each summer by the 
Gordon Street family. It is staffed with people who are especially 
trained in the care of diabetics, at the rate of a staff member 
for every two young campers. The program is the same as that 
found at any good camp, running heavily to sports and wood 
lore, except for two things. 


The first is a constant and unflagging vigil on the camper's 
physical well-being with daily checks of sugar content, the nec- 
essary doses of insulin and special diet. And the second is an 
hour’s lecture each day on the special problems of the malady 
with lessons in self-care for even the youngest camper. (Mrs. 
Williams was telling me about a 7-year-old who went off to camp 
screaming and yelling every time she had to have an insulin 
shot. She came home able to administer her own shot, calmly 
and happily.) 


The cost of running such a camp is, of course, high. The fee 
is $80 for two weeks and, Mrs. Williams assured me, no diabetic 
child has ever been turned down, whether he could pay or not. 
Many families can pay part of the fee and some civic clubs have 
agreed to sponsor a child or two each. 


There are, however, 10 children in the Atlanta area who need 
to be in the camp and who cannot afford to go. The newly or- 
ganized lay society of the diabetes association has not made any 
public appeal for funds and Mrs. Williams is not certain that it 
is a thing which would evoke widespread support. But she thinks 
there are probably many individuals and organizations who would 
be sympathetic and would like to contribute to such campships if 
they knew of the great good they represent, particularly to young- 
sters who have been apron-string children.

WASHINGTON, July 15—The White House cam 
strategy for dealing with President Eisenhower's illness is 
reminiscent of the advice given by the White House staff 
in 1936 when President Roosevelt was seeking a second 


term. 

In his first campaign for the 
presidency, Roosevelt made a 
speech at Forbes Field in Pitts- 
burgh promising to cut govern- 
ment expenditures by 25 per cent. 

Expenditures, of course, soared 
and at the beginning of the 1936 
campaign, Roosevelt, annoyed by 
Republican charges of broken 
promises, called in Sam Rosen- 


er, and told him he was going’ 
back to Pittsburgh to make his 
first major campaign speech in 
the same ball park. 

**‘See if you can prepare a draft 
giving a good and convincing ex- 
planation of that  promise,’’ | 
Roosevelt said. 

Rosenman went away and read 
the 1932 speech and came back 
to the President. 


“DENY SPEECH” 

‘‘Mr. President,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
only thing you can say about that 
1932 speech is to deny categori- 
cally that you ever made it.’’ 

That’s about what is happening 
now. The White House command 
is not denying that Eisenhower 
ever ‘had ileitis, but is trying to 
give the impression that it’s just 
about the best thing that ever 
happened to him, | 

The President stayed at Walter 
Reed Hospital a week longer than 
the original prediction on June 9, 
when he had his abdominal op- 
eration.

Heaton, the Walter Reed surgeon 
who operated on the President, 
went to Gettysburg with the 
President for a ‘‘week end social | 
visit’? and stayed two weeks. The

the reporters at Gettysburg last 
week that Eisenhower was not 
only going to run again but that 
the President now felt ‘‘in better 
shape’’ than when he announced 
his candidacy on Feb. 29. 

This was a particularly inter- 
esting statement, for the public 
had been told the President was 
in excellent shape then. No men- 
tion of his previous attacks of 
ileitis was made before June 9, 
although the President’s physi- 
cian said on the morning of the 
ileitis operation that he knew the 
President had ileitis because he 
had had it before. 


2 MAJOR QUESTIONS 

To the limit of their ability, 
which is considerable, Sherman 
Adams, the President’s assistant, 
and James C. Hagerty, his press 
secretary, are trying to finesse 
the two most difficult political 
questions—the President’s health 
and his running mate on the 
presidential ticket. 

Reporters who have pressed for 
an answer to the unanswered and 
controversial questions about the 
President’s last illness have been 
told flatly that there will be no 
more news conferences with the 
President’s doctors. 

Coincidentally, a careful strat- 
egy has been devised to avoid a 
direct presidential announcement 
about Eisenhower’s and Nixon’s 
roles in the future. This is to 
leave these questions to others 
who are presumed to be talking 
for the President. 


‘ABSOLUTELY’ NIXON 

Thus, it was Knowland who an- 
nounced that Eisenhower would 
run and Leonard Hall, the chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee, who took on the job 
of saying, immediately after see- 
ing the President, that ‘‘absolute- 
ly’ Nixon would be the vice pres- 
idential candidate again. 

In short, the White House is 
saying to those who felt that the 
country deserved a direct expla- 
nation from the President about 
the health issue and to those who 
felt the health issue merited a 
direct decision by the President 
en the vice presidential selection 
that these things were so obvious 
that they could be dealt with ob- 
liquely by others. 

For the record, it should be 
noted that Hall was far more 
explicit and definite about Nix- 
on’s place on the ticket than 
Nixon was himself yesterday 
when he came away from his in- 
terview with the President.
